The entrance of Daniel H. Coakley, bitter enemy of for- 
mer mayor James M. Curley, into the mayoralty contest, will 
be a distinct asset rather than a liability to Mr. Curley and ia 
not liable to in.'ure what now appears to be a certainty of 
his election. 

Those who will stand by Mr. Curley will be loyal to him 
regardless of the personality of his opponents. Whether 
they think that he is right or wrong in his ideas and his de- 
cisions, they will vote for him. 

Others who do not like him will never vote for him. 
They will elect to support Mr. Mansfield, who is making con- 
siderable noise, but who seems to have very little important 
support for the approval given his candidacy by the Goo-Goos 
can not this year be construed as an important factor in the 
determination of the election. 

Mr. Coakley will naturally direct his attacks upon Mr. 
Curley. But attacks, however vitriolic, which are based al- 
most entirely upon personal antagonism will divert very few 
votes from Mr. Curley. The probability is that Coakley, who 
will not poll, according to shrewd observers, more than 15.000 
votes will handicap Mansfield rather than Curley. 

Unless there are unexpected changes upon the political 
horizon, and they are entirely improbable, it is difficult to 
figure how Mr. Curley can lose the election. He is tre- 
mendously popular among the masses and he is looked upon 
with outspoken favor by a very substantial number of Repu- 
blican voters.

Mr. Curley was elected eight years ago over John R. 
Murphy with political leaders, almost with no exception, and 
with every newspaper but two, The Boston Telegram and 
THE GAZZETTA, bitterly opposed to his candidacy. 

Today all of his former political enemies are loyally 
supporting him and notwithstanding the fact that the voters 
do not always follow their leaders, it is far better to have the 
support than the opposition of leaders.

Following the receipt of a letter 
from Ex-Mayor James M. Curley ex- 
plaining hla attitude toward city em- 
ployes. City Men's Union, Liocal 14i», 
voted unanimously yesterday after- 
noon to Indorse Mr Curley's candi- 
dacy for Mayor. 

It was also voted to commend Mayor 
Nichols for ills ai-tlon In extending the 
time for the employment of temporary 
laborers. The meeting was at 985 Wash- 
ington St. 



Timothy J. Regan, secr«tary-tr«M- 
urer of the local, had written to Mr 
Curley referring to a statement which 
appeared in a Boston newspaper to 
the effect that. If elected, the ex- 
Mayor would reduce city payroUa. Mr 
Curley's reply, read at the meetlngi 
was as follows: 

"Replying to your communication, I 
beg to state that the position taken 
by me with reference to city eraployo 
has never undergone any changs dur- 
ing my terms In public offloe. 

"The statements to which you refer 
appeared in but one Boston paper, In 
the morning edition, and was later 
denied In full by the editor of that 
paper, in the first column, page 1, on 
the same day. 

"I feel it needless for me to ijolnt 
out to you that If the statements pur- 
porting to have been made by me had 
been made it not only would never 
have been denied by the papar In ques- 
tion, but that In addition It would 
have been printed in full In every 
morning paper, rather than one. In 
a spirit of charity, I ^|»n only say 
that it was an error on the part of the 
reporter. 

"The wages of laborers and mechan- 
ics during each of my two terms as 
Mayor were greater at the end of the 
terms than when T assunied office. 
Upon my initiative, legislation to end 
part-time day labor and to provide for 
permanency In employmeht for all em- 
ployes of the city was enacted. The 
custom of dscharglng men when an 
administration changed because of 
either political activity or preference 
was ended through the establishment, 
upon my Initiative, of a pension system 
applying to every city employe. In a 
message to the City Council, delivered 
Feb 4, 1924, my position with reference 
to city employes Is fully set forth and 
should be read for the benefit of those 
who handle truth carelessly. 

"My position Is known to every Im- 
p?rtial, unprejudiced, honest citizen, 
and despite false etatements In the 
press, later denied, or the whispers of 
paid propagandists, has suffered or 
will suffer no change. 
"With a view to meeting all eqult- 
I able requests submitted in the matter 
of salaries and hours of labor for 
persons In the employ of the city, my 
effort was directed In 1923 to a con- 
sideration of those cases which ap- 
peared most meritorious, namely, em- 
ployes receiving less than the maxi- 
mum of 11800 per annum. 

"That the saving wage be stabilized, 
I Included In the 1924 budget a Bum 
sufficient to provide an Increase ot 
$150 In the wages of all laborers and 
mechanics and an Increase In the 
salaries of all persons receiving IW 
than J1800 per annum. 

"These wage increases applied to 
9000 employes. In addition to the adop- 
tion of the humane two-platoon sys- 
tem for men In the Fire Department. 
This represents the largest waK« In- 
crease ever granted by a city. 

"It has been mv observation that 
the service rendered bv the Individual 
Invariably Is in proportion to the bene* 
fits enjoyed, and to the program of 
economic justice in the mattef of wags 
scale increases provided in 1S24 majr 
he traced the high order or effictanojr 
upon the part of every person in tn» 
employ of the citv of Boston. ii 

"I trust that the friendly relatloaji' 
tha,t have always existed between m|>^ 
sons In the emplov of the city aaS 
myself, the basts of which has been 
mutual to the municipality, will o

Ex-Gov AlvHn 'I.', Fuller has gone to 
Kurijpe without telling tlie pmiplo of 
MaKsnclui.sctts \vhi>tlu"r or not lio In- 
tends to be a candidate next year for 
the United States Senate. Most people 
believe he will run, Ijut he has given no 
indication of wliat is in his mind. The 
Republican jmlitielans are anxloiis to 
know his po'itieol program. 

Some of the party leaders, with 
whom the former Governor has never 
been popular, aro spreading- the t'ory 
that it Mr Fuller .should be cleoled to 
the Senate ho would be a thorn in the 
eido of the majorityorgani/.ation in that 
body, already worried by the Inde- 
pendent attitude of certain Senators. 
It la probably true that Mr Fuller 
might be Inclined from time to time 
to act on hl.s own judjjment instead 
of surrendering- wholly to the wishes of 
the party leaiiers, but there can be 
little doubt that he would be a sup- 
porter of President Hoover. The two 
have much in common. If the facts 
were known it would be clear that the 
Hep\iblican leaders In Washington do 
not like Mr Hoover much more than 
the party leaders in this Slate like Mr 
Fuller. 

The ex-Governor did a good deal for 
Mr Hoover at a rather critical time in 
the l&tter's campaign for the Presi- 
dential nomination last year. Mr Full- 
er's stand in the preliminary contest 
and bis insistence that the Republican 
voters In Massachusetts should have 
the opportunity to exprcs.q on the pri- 
mary ballot their preference among 
the Presidential candidates resulted in 
an overwhelming majority In favor of 
Mr Hoover in the Republicin primary 
here. That vote gave the Hoover move- 
ment impetus at exactly the time it 
was needed. The President doubtless 
has not forgotten what Mr Fuller ac- 
compll.shed in Massachusetts and pro- 
babl" would like to show his gratitude. 
, Hence the oifer of the ambassadorship 
I to Japan. 

1 There is no doubt that the oiTer was 
I made. The first evidence on that point 
j was Mr Fuller's answer to the new.s- 
paper reporter.^ when they a-ked him 
'whether the place had been tendered; 
ha replied that he had nothing to say 
on the matter. Everybody who knew 
Mr Fuller felt certain that he would 
have said "no" unless there was some- 
thing which he felt obliged to conceal. 
He is usually frank and open. 



The Senatorial Content 

Of'er fact.s have slowly aeeped 
through. Th.3 latest Information from 
Washington gives the name of the 
gentleman who represented President 
Hoover in making the olfer and also 
contains the news that the members 
of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs had been asked whether til'.' 
appointment of Mr Fuller would -if. 
acceptable to them. This story may 
be somewhat emliarrassing to the 
President, to Mr Fuller, to the .lap- 
anese Government and to the man who 
eventually takes the po.st of Amliassa- 
dor to that country, but It cannot bo 
doubted. 

It ha.s been said that if the Presi- 
dent offered the place to Mr Fuller 
he did so because he wanted to keep 
the latter out of the Senatorial con- 
test In Massachusetts, but, for the 
reasons already set forth, the more 
likely exp'anatlon is Mr Hoover's de- 
sire to demonstrate bis appreciation 
of what Mr Fuller liad accomplislieU 
In the Massachusetts primary of 1923. 
I To be sure, the Republican leaders

P'uller docs not become a candidate 
I to succeed Mr Gillett, but there Ls no

j No one knows whether or not .Sen- 
ator Gillett win run again, but most

! House and, against his own wishes, 
became a candidate tor the Senate. 
But scntimfut will not weigh heavily 
j if it appears that Mr Gillett might be 
beaten by the Democratic nominee, 
j whoever he may be. 
I The story has been going the rounds 
i lately that Ex-Senator William M. But- 
ler may bo a candidate for the Sona- 
torship next year. To be sure, he was 
defeated by Senator Walsh In 1U26, but 
Mr Butler's friends point out that the 
plurality against him was 5.5,000, while 
E. Ijoring Young was defeated last 
year by I '2 1,0000. From these facts the 
conclusion isdrawn that Senator Walsh 
la practically unbeatable and further 
that Mr Butler might reasonably ex- 
pect to be -lected over the Democratic 
nominee next year, who will, presum- 
ably, bo weaker than Senator Wal.sh 
at the polls. 

Senator Gillett can properly call at- 
tention to the fact that be defeated 
Senator Walsh In 1924 and thus ac- 
complished a feat which no other Re- 1 
publican candidate for the Senate has ' 
been able to duplicate. 

Among the Democrats 

The Democratic candidate for the 
Senate in 19OT has not been selected,

of the p:irty leaders. Hu Is a man of 
wealth, of standing in the community, 
his name may be a political asset in 
the State, and it Is not at all unlikely 
that ho may bo nominated. 

It \\.(s believed a few months ago 
(hat y.x-Maytn- .John F. Fitzgerald of 
this city might run for his party's! 
senatorial nomination (ind that no' 
Democrat could defeat Mr FKzgerald 
in the primiiry if the latter was a con- 
testant, but the Held will be an open 
one if he Jecides not to run. Other 
candidates have been suggested-Mrs 
Sayre, daughter of Woodrow Wilson, 
Kx-Mayor Andre".- J. Peters of this 
city, Sherman L. Wlilpple, and one or 
tw-o others -but It looks now as 
though Mr Coolldge might have the 
be.st chance. 

Another story was that Mr Fit;-.- 
gerald would bo a candidate for Gov- 
ernor next year, but th" latest report 
is that he w-ill not enter that liclu 
either, and that Gen hidwurd L. IjOgan 
of this city may be selected to run 
against Gov Allen.

Mr 
Curley and his friends will be tremerd- 
ously shocked if he is beaten in the 
coming campaign and may feel so bit- 
ter that they will try to take ven- 
geance, m spite of the fact that both 
or his op[H)nents are Democrats). But, 
in the opinion of most of the poli- 
ticians, the defeat of Mr Curley is now 
what might be called an Improbable 
nituro condition. Things may change 
in tno next few w-eeks, however and 
the tnend.s of the other candidates for 
Mayor believe that they will. 

Tho Mayoralty campaign has not 
peon exciting thua far, but will doubt- 
less warm up in the next few weeks 
When the three candidates become ac- 
tive on the stump they will rouse tho 
interest of the jjubllc. Tho radio will 
be u.«d by all of the candidates. They 
are actively at work although they 
b.ave not yet made many speeches on 
tho platform. At present they are pre-

Regl.t;tration has gone on actively

MANSFIELD'S ADDKESS 

Mr. Mansfield said in part: 

If elected I snaU be content with 
one term as mayor.' Having no am- i 
bitlons to be mayor forever I shall | 
conduct the office for the best In- I 
terests of all the citizens of this 
city and not for the purpose of 
increasing political power for my- 
self. 

Let us turn for a moment to my 
opponent, Mr. Curley. Why does he 
seek to be mayor? Not for the honor 
of the position, sm-ely, for he has 
already had that honor twice and 
he has been mayor for eight years. 
And not because of the salary that 
Roes with the mayors oflicc.

ALREADl- DISCREDITED 

If elected what can he do for 
the city? His two administrations 
have already been dtscredlted and 
no mayor of Boston can accomplish 
any great good for this city unles.s 
the people not only of the city but 
of the state have confidence in his 
honesty and ability. 

And this is the reason why Boston 
does not have home rule. The rea- 
son that the Legislature Interferes 
with Boston's affairs, and puts a 
limit to the debt that Boston can 
incur, appoints a police commi.sslon- 
cr for the city, and a licensing 
board, and ft finance commission 
to see that (he city treasury Is not 
looted.

In 1914. the first year of my first 
term as mayor, the tax rate was 
$17.50 per tlioasand and at the end 
of the four year term was $17.70, 
despite the fact that for the first 
time in the history of the city, 
all school land taken and all school 
buildings erected were paid for out 
of taxes. 

FLRTHER INCREASE 

I wa.s succeeded in J9I8 by Mayor 
Peters. the Good Government 
candidate, and the tax rate •»«« 
increased from $17.70 to $31.20 p«f 
tliousand. an Increased burden of 
$6,000,000 imposed upon the tax 
payers during the first year cf ths 
Good Government administration. 

The second year of the Good 
Government administration saw » 
further Increase of $2.40 per 
thousand, representing over $4,000,- 
000 added burden. The ttilrd year 
of the Good Government admin- 
istration found another Increase of 
50 cents per tliousand in the tax 
rate, representing about $2,500,000 
added burden, and the l8*t year 
of the Good Government adniln- 
Lstratlon showed a further increais 
of 60 cents per thousand, repre- 
senting $1,500,000 additional for ths 
year. 

This represented during the fot« 
year period an increased burden ta 
the tax payers of approximately 
$43,000,000. 

At the close of the Good Govern- 
ment Association administration ia 
1921, the tax rate was $24.70 pet 
thoiusand as against $17.70 undst 
Curley. 

MAINT.4INED SAME RATE 

The next year, 1922, marked thS 
beginning of my second adnUnlstrs- 
tion and I maintained the samt 
tax rate of $24.70 per thousand, 
for my first, second, and also for 
my third year. In the last year o(f 
my second administration the tax 
rate was advanced to $26.70 thS 
only increase of anj appreciabis 
amount during my entire eight 
years, and this in spite of the tre- 
mendous increase in cost of govern- 
ment and tax rates throughout tht 
entire commonwealth. 

A.S a continuance of this story ws 
now come to another Good Govern- 
ment administration at City HalL 
succeeding that of mv second term, 
and strictly according to Good Go»- 
ernmcnt standards the home own- 
ers and the rent payers were law 
mediately called upon for a tremen- 
dous Increase in taxes with resulW 
Ing increa.se In rentals. 

It will be noted that the tax rats 
m the last year of my second ad- 
ministration was $26.70 and th* 
total tax warrant wa.>! $50,000,000. 
The tax rate of the Good Govern- 
ment administration for the first 
year was immediately jumped to 
$31.80 and the tax warrant h»- 
creased to over $60,000,000, an In- 
crease In one year of $10,000,000 or 
20 per cent. 

It. will be noted that the Good 
Government methods never Changs 
The two succeeding years of ths 
second Good Government adminis- 
tration have shown slight decrea««i 
in the tax rate and tax warrant dus 
t« the tremendous increase In con- 
tributions from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts to the city of Bos* 
ton from Income taxes. 

Here you have the difference bs> 
twecn two Curley adminlstratioas 
and two so-called Good Oovera- 
ment administrations In the qim 
vital question that affects ever» 
home owner, every rent payer «M

tion pi-ojeot. "I do not know." replied 
the lawyer, and Mr Curley retorted 
•with "Well, that's funny. About 
•verybady else dtjes." 

TOx-Ma.vor Curley said h" felt tluit 
the time ha<l arrived when stu-h entcr- 
•firises slunild be prohibited from even 
bordering (ui tlio partly s.vstcin for the 
protection of the surroundings. Mr 
Curley declared that Mr Botlomley 
and other men are not interestetl in 
the beauty of our p.irk system and the 
safety of tlie public. "1 am astound- 
ed," said Mr Curloy, "that the peti- 
tioner would even entertain the 
thou.ght of presenting sucii a petition 
to this body. It is simply one of tho.se 
raids lliat appear in the last days of 
(tn .-idministration of our Municipc-l ; 
' Government. There is no way of Jus- 
tifying^ such A petition." 

Turning to the Street Commissioners, 

Mr Curley said tliat no doubt pressure

Rt Rev Mgr Richjird J. Haberlin, 
pastor of St Peter's Church in Dor- 
chester, opposed the petition as repre-

j nine ontrance.i or exists, would estab- 
I lish a critical point. The nionsignor 
\ told the commissioners that there were 
hospit;ils and htuncs for the sick and 
aged in tho neighborhood, and the 
lives of those visiting the latter would 
be placed in jeopardy by such a sta- 
tion. He said it looked as If some 
people put commerciali.<}m above hu- 
man life and the beauty of the sur- 
roundings. 

The Park Department went on rec- 
ord as opposed to tlie p-tition, and t.ie 
department's representative said that 
tho petition should not properly com-! 
bsfore the Street ('ommissioncrs, in 
that tho law forhjuie the establish- 
ment of any such enterprise at the 
entrance to a park reservation. 

City Couniilor Murray, the father 
of the Center and St Ann-st projects 
also spoke in op|wsition, after deelai--^ 
ing that he was not in any w.-iy relat- 
ed to the petitlon~r, although there 
was a similarity of names. 

Christopher J. Mitchell presented a 
petition bearing the signatures of 200 
resKlenIs of tlie section who ape on-

been almost constantly in the public 
eye through its 20 years existence. 

The B'in Com with Mr Goodwin In 
the saddle has possibilities to maite a 
Citv Hall lepoiter rub hi.i hands in 
anticipation. A man who turned so 
tame au ofTice at; the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles into an inquisition ot 
the courts and a forum for criticism 
of puijlio otlicials has a suit made to 
order in a post that was created to be 
an inquisition and high critic of the 
City (Government. 

Franli A. Goodwin does not have to 
don the nianile o" dranuitlc critic. lie 
was born witli it on. And he needs no 
press agent to Instruct him how to >;et 
the ear of the community to whatever 
lie finds that calls for comment at 
City Hall. 

ruhllc Wailing for Him 

His public awaits whatever play ne 
mav produce. It has been waiting for 
a Goodwin in the Fin Com for 20 years. 
E.xciiilent as have been the heads of 
that hody-and they doubtlcs.* ccjnipare 
with any list of eontemponiiy Mayors 
or ISovernors— they have lacked the 
(lair which Frank Goodwin commands 
to put the job over with the public, it 
u not unfair <b say that to the public 
the Fin Com has bef-n a disappoint- 
ment. It may be no fault of any par- 
ticular Fin Com that the puhlic has 
looked to it with great expectation.s. 

For the Fin Com was created to 
keep the city'.s political life pure and 
efficient, and given no power to carry 
such a load except the punch of pub- 
licity, which it has had to v.-leld a!- 
ways in contest with poli'iclana who 
are masters of the art. 

When the very first Finance Commls- 
sionn was Just getting comfortable In 
its new ofilce it was called upon to con- 
sider a speecli of no less a personage 
than Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Which ran like ibis: 

"The air is heavy with stories or 
corruption .-t City Hall-of oflicea sol.l, 
of percentages taken, of payrolls load- 
ed of loans made to support men in 
Idleness, of widespread frauds at the 



ballot box. which should all be rigidly 
lnve.stigated and brought to the light 
of day." 

i'ln Com Explained Position 

What about that? the Fin Com was 
a.sked. Under the distinguished cliair- 
manship of Nathan Mattbewi', the 
Fin (;om answered, that it "has from 
the beginning ^.cdulousiy avoided the 
investigation of mere rumors." 

Mr Ijodge's impression was the popu- 
lar one, that somehow the Fin Com 
was going to catcli all crooka and 
grafters, and turn the scoundrels out. 

Not that Mr Goodwin'.s predece.s.sors 
have failed to turn publicity to a* 
count in their task as watchdogs of 
tlie public purse. But none of them 
had had t'"rank Goodwin's post-gradu- 
ato training in stirring the public 
imagination. 

Mr Goodwin goes to- his new task 
under conditions rather more interest- 
ing than any of his predecessor.^. For 
one thing he is a Republican, becom- 
ing the othcial critic and check upon 
what i.s to be a Democratic city ad- 
ministration. His predecessors have 
been IJemcK:ratN. But there is thi.-) 
also about Mr Goodwin. He has been 
on both sides of the table. 

He Has Attacked Fin Com 

Even before he became notable as a 
critic of tlie courts and assailant of the 
.State Commission of Administration 
and Finance, Frank Goodwin was 
practicing denunciation upon a Finance 
Commission of the city of Boston. 
Some of the members who will sit 
under hia cliainnanship have felt the 
sting of his public criticism. 

He has served in City Hali himself, 
and thi.s in spite of the Goiul riovern- 
ment Association, which has been sf* 
closelv Identified witli the history of 
tile Finani'e ("ommissioii. Mr CJoodwin 
blew some of the best of his early 
blasts iip<ni the very Good Government 
Association, which had perhaps done 
more than any other body to create 
the Finance Commission in its present 
status. 

It was in 1010. The Good Govern- 
ment Association refused to indorse 
Mr Goodwin for reelection to the City 
Council. It said of him, in language 
that ,«ounds like the <oniment of some 
stalwart Republicans of more recent 
time: "The was noteworthy for an 
apparent desire for personal adver- 
tisement by exploiting .sensational and 
j exaggerated charges on little or no 
j evidence, rather than for any sound 
; or really effective work in the interests 
\ of the whole city." 

I Goodwin at Once Hit Bark 

! To this Mr Goodwin retorted tba.t he 
' h;td "exploited" the fact that the 
i chairman of the executive committee 
j t)f the Good Gc^vernment Association 
1 had evaded tax payments for 20 year.i. 
He <'<alled the (diief supporters of the 
, (;oo<l tlovernment Association "tax 
\ dodgers," Individually and collectively, 
: and Invited the voters to compare their 
! record with his. 

Later Mr Goodwin held one of the 
■ City Hall offices which has a way of 
' coming very frequently to the fore In 
i Fin Com investigation.s of city deal.t. 
I He was a Street Commissioner, ap- 
pointed by Jarae.s M. Curley and re- 
moved by Curley's successor, Andrew 
' J. Peters. 

j Politicians have been musing the 
last few days over thr coincidence 
that Mr Goodwin held hi.^ flr.-jt, public 
i appointment under Mr Ciirle,v, who 
might become head of the city admin- 
jistr.ation it will be Mr Goodwin's job 
t" crjflclse and investigate. 



it would he a novel .situation lo 
have a Fin Com chairman a friend of 
the Mayor. But it may bn re.-alled 
that Mr (Joodwin lias a relative who | 
is a Judge, but tliat never hindered 
the then registrar when he had things 
to say about Judges, even about that 
particular judge. Mr Goodwin's 
record is that of a man who "seen his 
duty and he done it." Nobody lu.s 
ever complained on that score. 

And it m.'.y be remembered that Mr 
Nicliol.s started in as a friend of the 
]'"lnance Commission. Shortly he was 
inviting them to "lay olf City Hall for 
a while." 

I Chairman No One's Friend 

j A Finance Commission chairman 
' just naturally is nobody's friend. It 
; isn't that kind of a job. It is a thank- 

■ less job, as Mr Goodwin's immediate 
! predecessor can attest. One item In 
' evidence. The salary of the chairman 
' of the Finance Commission Is the 

same today that it was 20 years ago 
when the office was created by the Leg- 
islature, $5000. It rated high in the 
salary scale of public posts in that 
day. It rates very low today. No 
politician lias ever insisted on Increas- 
ing it. In its very natore the Fin 
Com Itself is stopped from trying to 
raise its own chairman's salary, even 
though It may claim to have saved the 

■ I'ity many millions. The other four 
members receive no salary whatever. 

' it is notable that the chairmanship 
of so important a body lias never 
I brought its incumbent politicHl prefer- 
ment, thougli the chairmen have been 
! solid citizens. 

I Nathan Matthews, the tirst chairman 
I during the brief period before the State 
t took the appointment of the commis- 
j sion away from the Mayor of Boston, 
: h.Td beenMayor before he went on the 
Fin Com. 

Siilllvan Faded Career There 

John A. Sullivan had a political ca- 
reer before, but not after his re- 
doubtable service as Finixnce Commis- 
sion chairman, where he earned a de- 
gree and this tribute from the presi- 
dent of Harnrd ColU;ge: "A citizen 
with the spirit of a. Roman consul, 
fearle.-s and relentless in battling for 
civic rigliteousness." 

Sullivan's successors, ,Tobn R. Mur- 
phy. Michael IT. Sullivan. Cliarles L. 
Carr and John C. L. Dowling, all bat- 
I tied relentlessly for civic righteous- 
I ness. They have been graduated to 
; political obscurity while men in less 
significant po.its have climbed to the 
plums of politics. 

Mr Murphy, running for Mn^or un- 
der the best auspices, was defeated 
by Curley. Both Michael Sullivan and 
Mr Carr are now in the relative retire- 
ment of Municipal f:ourt Judgeships.

In the other 19 wards there are more H 
men voters, allhough In a few of the i 
dlstril^ts their lead Is very slight. That 
il is the iteiiubllcan women who have 
ilisplayed their political power Is evi- 
dent from the records of the districts. 
The women showed the major streuKth 
in the registration of voiers In the Hack 
bay, .lamaica I'lalii, West Roxhury and 
Brlght(m, the last remaining strnng- 
holds of the Uepubllcan party in Bos- 
ton. 

In Ward B, Back Bay, there are 15248 
women voters to only ,-,;.■,.■! nien. In 
Ward 19, Jamaica I'laln, which was rar- 
rii-d four years ago b.v Mayor Nichols 
and tho Hepubllcan candidates, there 
are now 67!W women voters as opposed 
to 6601 men. And In Hepubilcan Ward 
21, Brighton, there are 71.-.4 women vot- 
ers to 6;i7,') men. 

Could Dominate Politic; 

Veteran political leaders feel ili.u the 
women could dominate the politics of 
the city If they would take enough In- 
terest to register as voters and cast 
b.allots «t the [xills. For la the police 
i listing Ik was revealed that there are 
almost 20,000 more women than men 
In the city. The canvass marie by the 
police on April 1 showed 2!8,9S2 men 
-and 254,268 women. 

But tho women aid not bother to 
register so that the (Inal figures taken 
at the close of registration showed 152,- 
091 men voters and 127,2.2 women voters, 
giving: Boston 279,3fi3 voters eligible to 
go to tho polls on Nov. 6. 

Only Service Men Can Register 

The only citizens who are now per- 
mitted to register are soldiers, sailors 
and marines who were absent from the 
city during the registration period from 
July 2 to Oct. 16. These service men 
under a special law may regrlster as 
voters up to within three days of elec- 
tion. Paat experience has disclosed 
that rery few of the service men take 
advanUg* of this special clause. In 
other years not mora than six servloe 
men have come In followtng- the elos* 
of the regulihr registration.

OBJECT TO AFFECTATION 
T^ has been shown time after lime, 
however, that the great rank and file ' 
of the American people object to af- 
fectation, especially In men either in i 
public life or .seeking election to public 
omce. The fir.M, caution which the ordi- 
nary man would sound is "Be .yourself."

Rojr'dins Vision with Aid of 

Speciali.sl — Was Wi'mes-

The sudden explaslon of a high 
powered, iinpro|p<-ted carbon light In 
the eye.i! of formfr Mayor Ciirley a.^i he 
wa.s watching an rxperinicnt in rciparch 
laboratories on Brooklinp avenue about
